The Captain of the Auftria, aided 
by his fkilful feanen, not only weathered the 
torm, but contributed to the relief of the 
frigates ; and, inreward for his humane in- 
terpofition, the commander of the Spanifh 


' fhips feemed defirous of winking at his pro. 


ceedings, and therefore he efcaped with bis 
crew from becoming prifoners.

1790. 

‘¢ The commiotions run high in Martinique, 
there has been already feveral fkirmifhes, in 
which a number of perfons have been killed 
on each fide; the news we {hall receive from 
that quarter after this date mutt be interefting, 
for M. de Chabral, Colonel of the regiment of 
Martinique is now in the country with his 
troops and two or three thoufand citizens 
fronythe capital ; he has likewife with him fix 
hundred men from the regiment of Gauda- 
loupe: this excellent officer has marched on 
with his men in purfuit of Mr. Damas to Grof.- 
morne, where the latter has made a ftand 
with his adherents, conflilting of planters, 
malattoes and a confiderable number of regro 
flaves. I know not what will be the refult ; 
I canonly obferve that each party is warm 
againft the other, and to fucha degree that 
neither will hearken to any propofals of accom- 
suodation. The prifoners who have fell in- 


to thehands of the mulattoes have exprienc- 
ed the moft inhuman and barbarous treatment, 
there eyes have been torn out, their hands 
cut off and then caftrated, aud finally their 
hamftrings cut—indecd favages have never 
perpetrated more horrid deeds. 
when peace will be reftored.
